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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 4, line 5, ~ 
of figure 1— should be inserted following "line 2-2". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: there is no basis in the specification for the structure as recited in claim 6. 
Claim 6 furthermore conflicts with the specification (see page 2, line 7 from the bottom). 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the structure of claim 6 must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
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drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2 to 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 2, line 2, there is no antecedent basis for "the valve head". 

Regarding claims 4 to 8, reciting that a distance is "about" a specific number of inches is 
vague and indefinite since the specification does not define the range which is considered as 
"about" the specific number of inches. 

In claim 6, there is no antecedent basis for "the piston cup". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hetzel 
(US 4,028,015). Hetzel discloses a piston pump wherein the cylinder has a leak opening 31 
which provides communication between the working chamber and the atmosphere during at least 
a portion of the piston stroke. The diameter of the leak opening is greater than 0.015 inches (col. 
3, line 19). 

Claims 1, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Valbjorn 
(US 3,269,645). Valbjorn discloses a piston pump wherein the cylinder has a leak opening 28 
which provides communication between the working chamber and its environment during at 
least a portion of the piston stroke. Reciting that the leak opening provides communication 
between the working chamber and an ambient atmospheric pressure is merely a statement of the 
intended use of the leak opening. The leak opening of Valbjorn is clearly capable of providing 
communication between the working chamber and an ambient atmospheric pressure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hetzel. 
The specific distances which are recited in these claims are deemed to be matters of engineering 
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design choice dependent on the desired amount of permissible leakage, for example. 



Furthermore, no unobvious or unexpected result is attained by the recited distances.
